Applicants 1 response of 5/1 3/05 has been considered with the following results. 
Claims 2-8,20-28 are allowable over the art of record. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
Claims 2-8,20-28 are objected to because as amended (as suggested by the examiner) the newly 
inserted wherein phraseology while defining over the art of record does not necessarily flow from the 
structure/elements positively recited. That is, as disclosed the ability with respect to the light collecting 
unit in shifting the peak light distribution closer to the magnetic pole is a function of the asymmetrical 
diffraction grating of the light converging unit. Such a condition/limitation , i.e., the asymmetry of the 
diffraction grating is not clearly found in the claim. Such a limitation is considered necessary in order for 
the limitation to follow. 

The examiner suggests terminology with respect to the asymmetrical diffraction grating of the 
light converging unit in order for the claimed function to follow. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle, 1935 
CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
